The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the springs, as set 
forth in claim 10, and the tensioning device, as set forth in 12, must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the preamble positively recites only the "adjustment device" and 
should state "which adjusts the height of a side cheek...", instead of "for adjusting 
the height..", thereby providing antecedent basis for the later language in the claim. 

Line 4, in reciting the "pressure means", fails to set forth sufficient structure 
and the interconnection and location thereof on the seat in a manner to positively 
defined and support the claimed invention. The phrase "allocated to" is vague and 
unclear, as is the phrase "designed in such a way". The structure that goes into the 
device should be set forth in a clear and positive manner and the function and 
purpose of the related elements clearly set forth. The same applies to claim 2 in 
reciting a "flat element" which is "allocated to the compressible section". The term 
"flat element" does not accurately reflect or describe the invention and "allocated 
to.." is not clear on how it is connected to and supports the claimed purpose relative 
to the compressible section. 

Claim 3, in reciting the "fabric layer, strip...", fails to set forth the 
interconnection of such layers relative to the other elements in a manner to clearly 
define the invention. The claims are vague on how a fabric layer is designed to 
exert pressure on a vehicle seat, as there is insufficient structural description and 
interconnection set forth between the various elements. 
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Claim 14 appears to be redundant. 

Claims 1*15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Sherman, Kazaoka et al, Watanabe, Nishino and Davis show various features 
of the invention.
